Stiff breezes swept over G ettys­ 
burg today, heralding what weather 
observers predicted would be a cold 
wave following on the heels of the 
snow and rain storms of Monday. 
Snow started falling here about 3 
o'clock on Monday afternoon and 
In the evening turned to rain. The 
downpour continued throughout the 
night and did

today also speeded the disappear­

IS WRITTEN BY 
21 REPUBLICS 


Lima, Peru, Dec. 27 'A P)—Dele­ 
gates of 21 American republics to­ 
day wrote the final chapter of the 
eighth 
pan-Am erican 
conference 
which was capped by a declaration 
of continental solidarity for defense 
against aggression. 
The last scheduled act before the 
final session was the signing of the 
meeting's fruits embodied in ap ­ 
proximately 130 resolutions and dec­ 
larations 
The acts were designed 
to link American republics closer in 
mutual defense, facilitate their com­ 
m unications and improve their cul­ 
tural relations. 
Foreign M inister Carlos Concha 
of Peru, as president of the con­ 
ference. is to speak at the final ses­ 
sion at 6 p rn EST 
Many delegates will go from an 
official dinner to Calloa to board the 
liner S anta M aria which sails the 
following day for New York 
The United States No. 2 delegate, 
Alf M Landon. republican presiden­ 
tial candidate in 1936, already is on 
his way by plane back to the United 
States followed by warm commen­ 
dation from Secretary Hull. 
In a form al statem ent Hull said 
Landon "rendered great service to 
his country and the western hemis­ 
phere” at the Lima meeting, adding 
that “no member of the conference 
exhibited greater breadth of view or 
stood for more constructive ideas or 
advocated them quite so effectively

Harrisburg, Dec. 27 (AP)—A vig­ 
orous shakeup of Pennsylvania’s pa­ 
role system, including creation of a 
five-man 
tribunal 
invested 
with 
parole powers now' neld by the ju ­ 
diciary. was urged in a report placed 
beton' Governor Earle today by a 
commission he named to study the 
question. 
In addition to the full-tim e board, 
which would adm inister paroles to 
all prisoners serving more than a 
year, the commission of judges, law­ 
yers, policemen and 
laymen also 
recommended unification of all state 
and county prisons under one sys­ 
tem, and changes in the sentencing 
law. 
Governor Earle named the com­ 
mission more than a year ago and 
directed it to study, among other 
tilings, the advisability of abolishing 
tile parole system altogether 
The commission’s findings were 
accompanied by drafts of bills for 
the legislatures consideration. 
II suggested th a t the state su­ 
perior court be empowered to select 
a “competent, im partial, and con­ 
tinuing board” of five which would 
devote its full time to paroles; that 
the board be financed and manned 
—with its personnel under civil serv­ 
ice—to perform its duties adequately 
and efficiently; th a t a sentencing 
law be enacted which would permit 
the board to release a prisoner at a 
time when lie is most likely to be 
able to adjust himself to society;
